(A) Hand Shake: It frequently happens that you meet a 
person who is very proucl of his pipping powers and 
takes great pleasure, when shaking hands, in gripping 
your hand with all his strength, apparently with the idea 
ol convincing you that he is a real “he-man,” Fig. 27. 

It is a very simple matter for you to take the conceit 
out of him—Place the (joint of your light thumb on the 
hack of his hand between the thumb and index finger 
as in Fig. 27A. 

Note: Only a very small amount of pressure with the point 
of your thumb is necessary to counteract his grip, and 
a.s the intention is to take the conceit out of him, do not 
make it obvious by applying more pressure than is neces¬ 
sary. 

(II) Against. Being Lifted. A person attempts to lift you up 
by catching hold of you under the arm-pits. To prevent 
this: force the points of your thumbs up and into his 
neck close alongside the jaw bone as in Figs. 28 and 28A.

No. 15. Umbrella Drill 

The present-day umbrella, which is around 18 to 20 inches 
in length, is an ideal weapon for the purpose of defense 
against the more serious methods of attack, and students are 
advised to study and make themselves thoroughly acquainted 
with the application of the various blows, as demonstrated: 


DRILL MOVEMENTS 

\ “ Right hand above—left hand below. 

Point of umbrella to the left-hand side. 

R — Point, across the stomach. 

C = Point up under the chin. 

D = Point, down the face. 

F. = Handle, up across the face.

Note: I11 the following pages only one position of attack hy 
an assailant has been shown. This is done so as not to 
confuse the student when learning.

THE MATCHBOX DEFENSE 


No, IS. Matchbox (Warning) 

The use of the maid]box is one of the mast drastic methods 
of defense that it is possible to employ and must only be used 
when the situation calls for drastic action. Further, students 
are warned to be extremely careful when testing the force 
of the blow on themselves (Fig. jjj), otherwise ir is -quite pos¬ 
sible for them to render themselves unconscious. 

The advantage of using a matchbox, as compared with a 
stick or other weapon, lies in (he surprise and complete un¬ 
expected ness of this form of attack., Any person not previously 
aware of this method of defense f seeing you take an ordinary 
matchbox out of a purse or pocket, would not be suspicious or 
on his guard. 

There are several situations in which the use of ll match¬ 
box might easily be the only possible means of defense: 

(A) You are driving a car and have picked up a hitch-hiker; 
he suddenly sticks a gun in your ribs, (See page 59.) 

(B) You art: unexpectedly stopped on a dark road with a 
demand “(rive me a light' 1 or “Maud over the bag/' 
(see page 41.)

Armed Forces, At present he is in the United States, 
on loan from the British Army, teaching dose-combat 
to instructors of the U. S, Armed Forces. 
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
